Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 37-48 and 70-77 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 37-48 and 
70-77 are allowable over the prior art of record because the Examiner found neither prior art 
cited in its entirety, nor based on the prior art, found any motivation to combine any of the said 
prior art which teaches an apparatus and method of diagnosing a first device by a second device 
which has an ability to diagnose different types of devices including different business office 
devices, comprising means for or steps of determining, by the second device, second information 
utilized by the first device, wherein the second information is a first portion of the first 
information; parsing, by the second device, a second portion of the first information transmitted 
by the first device using the second information which has been determined to determine a 
format of the second portion whereby the second portion is parsed, wherein the second portion is 
different from the first portion; and diagnosing a condition of the first device by the second 
device using the second portion which has been parsed.
